ith the economy in a state of turmoil, it comes 

\ N / as no surprise to learn that Americans are not in 

the market for a new car, but according to AAA, 

many people couldn’t even afford the necessary repairs on 
the cars they currently own. 

A recently-released survey from AAA found that one 
in four American drivers could not pay for a car repair of 
$2,000 if faced with one today, and one in eight would be 
unable to pay for a repair bill of $1,000. 

A quarter of the drivers surveyed admitted to neglecting 
repairs and maintenance on their vehicles in the past 12 
months due to the economic climate, which AAA main- 
tains can greatly increase the likelihood of their car need- 
ing a costly, major repair. 

“Tt’s important for drivers to not only continue to main- 
tain their vehicles, but also have a financial emergency 
plan in place should they be faced with a sudden, unex- 
pected auto repair bill,’ said Marshall L. Doney, AAA vice 
president, Automotive and Financial Services.

According to the survey released Aug. 3, 38 percent of 
American drivers could pay for a $2,000 repair bill with 
funds in a savings account, while 20 percent would pay 
with their credit card. Eleven percent said they would have 
to borrow money from their friends, family, retirement or 
home equity in order to pay for a $2,000 repair. 

Slightly more drivers reported being able to pay for a 
$1,000 repair bill with 46 percent saying they could use 
savings and 22 percent using a credit card. Fourteen per- 
cent would look to borrow from their friends, family, re- 
tirement or home equity. 

Frank Palange, owner of V&F Auto in Agawam, said a 
motor vehicle is very much like the human body, in that it 
needs to be cared for in order to work properly. 

“Tf you don’t take care of your body, what happens?” he 
asked. “If you eat right, exercise, visit your doctor regu- 
larly and do all the right stuff, you have less chance of 
getting sick; less chance of dying.”

School committee approves increased fees

AGAWAM - In an effort to eliminate a newly adopted ex- 
tracurricular activity fee for students, the Agawam School 
Committee voted unanimously at its Aug. 16 meeting to raise 
the annual student fee for parking at the high school and im- 
pose an athletic fee. 

The committee decided to impose a $100 per sport athletic 
fee with a maximum yearly cap at $200 per athlete, and in 
a motion brought by committee member Anthony Bonavita, 
a $400 per family cap was established. A sliding scale will 
be used for students who qualify for free lunch (no athletic 
fee) and reduced lunch ($50 per sport athletic fee). These fees 
are nonrefundable, and must be paid before the sport’s first 
contest for the student to receive his or her uniform and par- 
ticipate in the game. 


It had been agreed at the July 25 school committee meeting 
that activity fees should not be imposed on students partici- 
pating in band, the Sachem yearbook, or the Mirror because 
students are graded on their performance in those organiza- 
tions. Furthermore, members of National Honor 
Society would not be charged a fee because part

Robinson is back on the map 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Many of you surely noticed that Robinson State Park had 
to be closed due to damage from the June | tornado, and the 
follow-up windstorm of June 9. Unfortunately, the Friends 
of Robinson State Park had to cancel the annual Robinson 
State Park Day scheduled for June 18. 

The Dept. of Conservation and Recreation was able to ob- 
tain help with the clean-up efforts from a large tree service 
company, with much of the cost re1mbursed by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 

The cleanup was somewhat limited because the major 
concern and reimbursement was to protect the safety of 
visitors to the park. Fortunately, the damage to the park, al- 
though substantial, is nowhere near as devastating as dam- 
age in other parts of the state. Particularly noticeable are the 
large white pines that were broken along the power line and 
road that leads to the park pavilion. Portions of those pines 
were “slung” into adjacent forests, doing further damage. 
The “white trail” nearby that leads from the Pavilion road 
up to Feeding Hills neighborhoods reveals the path that the 
tornado took to enter the park. Uprooted trees have been left 
on the forest floor, but cleared from the trail. 

Further cleanup may be possible after higher priority dam- 
age has been addressed in other locations. In the meantime, 
the park is open again for public use. The “natural distur- 
bance” has altered but not destroyed the forest at Robinson, 
and it will be an educational experience to watch the regen- 
eration that occurs in the newly opened areas. We are grate- 
ful that the damage to the park was not more extensive than 
it was. 

As always, we urge you to visit the park and enjoy the 
natural forest setting that it provides for the enjoyment of our 
community. One of our members, Dave Conley, who also is a 
hike leader with the Appalachian 
Mountain Club (AMC), Berk- 
shire Chapter and The Tues- 
day Hikers will be leading a 
hike in the park on Tuesday, 
Aug. 30. This will be a seven- 
mile hike involving the whole 
length of the state park. The 
park has a five-mile shoreline 
with the Westfield River. We 
will use all of the hiking trails 
close to the river and sections 
of other park trails. Natural 
and historical features of the 
area will be discussed at sev- 
eral stopping places along the 
route. The route includes some 
moderate and some steep el- 
evation changes plus a few 
stream crossings. Good sturdy 
hiking boots are needed. The 
route has some areas where 
brush and vegetation are cur- 
rently crowding the trails. 
Long pants are advisable. 
Bring lunch, snacks and liq- 
uids. Anticipated finish time 
is mid afternoon. A map of the 
hiking trails and the nearby 
access highways can be seen 
at http://www.mass.gov/dcr/ 
parks/trails/robinson.pdf. 

The X shaped intersection 
at the right side of the map is 
known as the O’ Briens Corner 
section of Agawam. We will 
carpool to the starting point of 
the hike. A prediction of steady 
rain will cancel the event.

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ranty, I’m struggling. 

When I called my dad to lament my 
misfortune, he informed me that I am 
just one of many car owners who feel 
this way during this economic cli- 
mate. Evidently, he was right. 

A study recently released by AAA 
indicates that at least one quarter of 
American drivers neglect car repairs 
or maintenance due to the economy. 
One in four people could not afford 
to pay for a vehicle repair of $2,000 if 
faced with one today, and one in eight 
would be unable to pay for a $1,000 
repair, the study indicated.

AGAWAM -— Students with autism 
will get their kicks in this fall as Sensei 
Tom DeVine, a 30-year Karate instruct- 
ing veteran, offers special classes this 
fall at the Inner City Karate Studio on 
Springfield Street in Agawam. 

Karate classes are now available for 
younger students with autism after an 
experiment that took place earlier this 
month was deemed a success, De Vine 
said. 

DeVine offered parents two op- 
portunities on Aug. 6 and 13 to bring 
children to try a modified version of 
a normal karate class geared toward 
a nurturing and instructional environ- 
ment instead of the typical intense and 
aggressive environment in which the 
classes usually conducted. 

“These are not your typical classes,” 
said DeVine. “Usually what happens is 
the class focuses on the martial arts and 
these kids pick up focus, discipline, 
and movement along with way. In the 
classes we taught to the autistic chil- 
dren, it starts with movement and focus 
and they pick up the martial arts alone 
the way.” 

DeVine taught the classes after meet- 
ing Angie Jordan, who works for a lo- 
cal group called Katrinkets, a company 
that facilitates programs for children 
with autism and sensory issues. 

Jordan was a karate student of 
DeVine’s when she was a child and ad- 
mires how he conducts his classes. 

“He has been instructing for more 
than 30 years,” said Jordan. “He was 
wonderful with me. And he has done 
a great job with these kids. He’s really 
doing everything that he does in a nor- 
mal class, but the moves are modified 
to help the kids along slowly.”

One of the biggest contributors to 
the success of the class is positive re- 
inforcement. DeVine said making the 
kids feel good about themselves and 
what they are doing is key to their self- 
esteem and wanting to continue with 
the class. 

“Tt really gives them a sense of ac- 
complishment when they do a move 
and he gives the reinforcement,” said 
Jordan. 

Both classes were offered for free 
as a trial for the children, and Jordan 
says a regular class will be offered in 
the fall. 

The children executed basic moves 
for kicking and punching and the stu- 
dents in the class ranged from ages 4 
to 13. 

DeVine says all but two students will 
likely be joining him in the fall, and 
there will be plans in place to main-

stream the students into regular classes 
at some point. 

“T see the potential for any of these 
kids to be able to participate in the 
regular classes,” said DeVine. “But the 
autism spectrum is very large and they 
will all do it at their own pace. I plan 
to come up with timelines to get these 
kids into the regular classes.” 

DeVine said he is doing the classes 
to make an impact instead of just writ- 
ing acheck to donate to autism research 
and treatment. 

“We did a ‘Kick-A-Thon” and raised 
$2,200 for autism,’ said DeVine. 


“Raising money is fine. But it does 
not help the kids in the way that these 
classes do where they are actually do- 
ing something to help their focus and 
self-esteem.” 

The studio is located at 313 Spring- 
field St. in Agawam.

further review. Other subcommittee mem- 
bers were Jill Simpson and James Cichetti. 
Both were absent from the Aug. | meeting. 

The planning board also did not send a 
representative to the Aug. 1 meeting, further 
complicating the proceedings. Letellier ar- 
gued presence from the planning board that 
night would have helped in the discussion. 

The main topic for debate at the upcom- 
ing workshop will be who will enforce and 
govern the ordinance and how restaurants 
receive permits to allow outdoor dining. For 
this ordinance, outdoor dining is described 
as a Situation in which a customer receives 
full dining service outdoors. 

Several businesses in town currently of- 
fer outdoor seating, including 911 Burgers 
and Dogs and Twisty’s. Those businesses are 
not being debated through this ordinance but 
both were brought up as examples during the 
council meeting. Although both restaurants 
offer outdoor seating, the service actually 
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occurs indoors. 

Planning board Chairman Travis Ward 
said he believed the ordinance was too loose 
and would give restaurants in town too much 
leeway to set up outdoor dining in whatever 
manner that pleased. 

“Tt also would not protect the right of resi- 
dences that are abutting these businesses,” 
Ward said. 

Bitzas’ ordinance as proposed would al- 
low outdoor dining by right, with no over- 
sight other than the regulations set in the 
ordinance for having the outdoor dining fa- 
cilities. Bitzas has argued that the building 
inspector, health inspector, and other town 
agencies would provide the proper over- 
sight. 

Ward and the rest of the planning board 
would like to see outdoor dining go through 
the special permit process, allowing neigh- 
bors/abutters the opportunity to appear at 
public hearings so concerns can be heard.

said. “We don’t keep score. It’s just to let the kids have fun. Let 
the kids do things they may not do in a game, like try the kids at 
different positions.” 

Each team played one game against a team in its age group. There 
were four teams playing at once on the separated field, as they had 
two games going on simultaneously. One of the 40-minute games 
was at Roberts Field North and the other 40-minute game was 
at Roberts Field South. 

“That way we can get more kids playing in the short 
period of time we are able to rent the facility,’ DuBois 
said. “The artificial turf field just amazes the third and 

fourth graders. They get out there and touch it. It’s like they’re 
playing at Gillette Stadium. They look up at all the people in the stands.

AGAWAM - Several current and former 
Agawam residents get to relive their youth 
football days this year as they remember 
the 60! anniversary of Agawam’s appear- 
ance in the Peanut Bowl. 

The 1951 Peanut League squad is con- 
sidered famous in town, playing in the 
sixth annual Peanut Bowl game, held on 
New Year’s Day in 1952 in Columbus, 
Ga. 

There, a group from Agawam took on 
the state champions from Georgia, Rich- 
mond Academy. 

Mike Marieb was 8 years old at the time 
and listened to the game broadcast on the 
radio. He recalled how Agawam went into 
the game as the ultimate underdog, but 
came out on top 20-12. 

The game did not start out so well for 
Agawam, as Stu Kibbe fumbled the open- 
ing kickoff resulting in a touchdown for 
the defensive squad. 

After Kibbe, a running back, struggled 
during the beginning of the game with 
four fumbles, he recovered in the second 
quarter to score a touchdown that helped 
lead Agawam to a win. Billy Gonet also 
scored a touchdown in the game. 

Agawam went to Georgia with a very 
powerful running game. It was so power- 
ful in fact they did not deviate from the 
game despite facing one of the top teams 
in the country. Not wanting to go away 
from what works, they attempted just one 


pass the entire game. 

Al “Junie” Fontana scored a rushing 
touchdown in the game. Fontana was a 
senior transfer from West Springfield. 
The Terriers are now Agawam’s rival for 
Thanksgiving high school football. 

Agawam’s pick to the Peanut Bowl! was 
made possible thanks to Herman Hick- 
man, a Yale football coach. He recom- 
mended Agawam receive the nod for the 
game. Hickman was a friend of longtime 
Agawam sports supporter Harmon Smith, 
who the varsity football field is named af- 
tere 

Warren Hoye was also recognized 
widely for his contributions in serving 
as treasurer of the Agawam Peanut Bowl 
Committee. He helped the team raise 
enough money to head to Georgia and 
back. He mailed a letter to ever taxpayer 
in Agawam seeking donations. 

He received 8,000 $1 bills in response 
to his request that everyone donate $1 to 
the cause. 

“The players have done their part by 
winning an invitation to the game,” Hoye 
had said. “Now it is the town’s turn to do 
its part.” 

The players on the 1951-1952 squad 
were considered heroes at the time and 
had more than 6,000 people waiting for 
them at Union Station in Springfield when 
they returned by train to the area.

AGAWAM -— The new breed of soccer 
coaches will soon be sweeping through 
Agawam if a program aimed at developing 
them is successful. 

The Student Coaching Program, is a 
multi-pronged way to bring experienced 
coaches into the soccer community, devel- 
op a potential for paid jobs, and allow stu- 
dents to stay involved with the game while 
getting community service hours. 

Brian Regnier, a member of the Agawam 
Soccer Association, said the state requires 
coaches of all summer and fall travel teams 
to hold licenses in a four- and eight-hour 
course that is approved by the Massachu- 
setts Youth Soccer Association. 

Many recreational leagues do not require 
any training as most coaches are volunteers, 
but Agawam does require at least the first 
four-hour course to coach any team. 

Regnier said the idea was developed over 
the winter and will be coming to fruition 
in the fall. 

“We’re taking ongoing applications for 
student coaches but the kids that have ap- 
plied already will be getting going in the 
fall,’ said Regnier. 

The program is open to males and fe- 
males either in high school or college. 

The program will pair the student with 
a more experienced coach and they will 
attend practices and games and learn the 
ropes of coaching younger players, who are 
the future varsity and college players. 

Regnier recognized the volunteerism is a 
positive thing, but said the value of having 
a neutral and experienced coach can better 
further the development of players. 


“There is a big difference coaching on 
a team where your kids are on it versus a 
team that you have no personal connections 
to the players,” said Regnier. “A lot of the 
people we bring into the mentor program 
will have that neutrality.” 

In addition, the student coaches will 
receive free training. The Agawam Soc- 
cer Association, which pays for its own 
coaches, will pay for the students to take 
the four- and eight-hour courses to become 
licensed. In addition, there are further 
coaching courses that are 16 and 32 hours. 
Regnier said completion of those courses 
would certify a coach for a job in a varsity 
high school or college program. 

“That could lead to coaching soccer be- 
ing a job for that student,” said Regnier. 

Students would not be able to participate 
in coaching during their high school sea- 
sons and are only required to attend prac- 
tices and games that do not interfere with 
their academic or high school athletic com- 
mitments. 

“It does work out because our travel 
leagues’ practices and games are mostly on 
the weekends,” said Regnier. 

There is an application and interview 
process to join the program. Information 
to get started can be obtained by e-mailing 
bregnier@comast.net. 

Also this year, the Agawam Soccer As- 
sociation has decided to make an alliance 
with Southwick and West Springfield in 
supporting Berkshire IFC Soccer Club 
with all available resources in anticipation 
of a strong relationship between the three 
towns in an effort to work together to bring 
a strong developmental philosophy for all 
players to have a opportunity to play pre- 
miere soccer.

Liquori’s hard work and dedication to them over the years is 
what allowed her to move to a bigger location on Springfield 
Street in Feeding Hills in July, nearly five years after she start- 
ed her solo journey. 

“T started to work in a dry cleaner’s when I first got here just 
because I needed a little job,” said Liquori, a former school- 
teacher from Italy who got her start at Walnut Street Cleaners 
in Agawam. “I had always worked with small children and not 
so much with adults. 

“T didn’t even know how to spell last names because it’s a 
little harder with Italian but I started to know people and re- 
member their names and what starch they liked or if there was 
a rush or no rush.” 

Liquori learned as much as she could and one day, when the 
opportunity presented itself, she was able to open her very own 
dry cleaning business. She chose dry cleaning over opening 
another kind of business because it allowed her to have more 
time with her family. 

“Sometimes I’m a little too much courageous for my own 
good but I always feel like if it feels right, it’s gotta be right,” 
said Liquori, who bought the Springfield Street plaza. “I just 
loved it and thought, ‘I’m going to go for it.” This was the best 
decision that I made.”

and linens are always welcome. Curtains, comforters and other 
soft home goods can also be cleaned at Anna’s.

He recommends having the oil changed every 3,000 
miles, at which time the technician should perform a 
safety inspection of the vehicle, he said. By doing so, 
the technician can “catch things before they break. 

“Tt’s like going to your doctor,” he said. “I can’t come 
up with a different comparison.” 

Putting off regular maintenance is not going to prove 
beneficial in the long run, said Palange. 

“It’s going to cost you more,” he said. “Pay me now 
or pay me later, but it’s more later when it breaks.” 

According to AAA, a $1,000 or $2,000 or higher 
repair bill can quickly appear, especially on older ve- 
hicles that haven’t been properly maintained. While 
repair costs can vary greatly by make, model and type 
of repair, a transmission job can range from $2,000 to 
$4,000, while an engine repair can exceed $5,000. Most 
major brake repairs range from $350 to $1,000 and a 
new set of tires can run anywhere from $300 to more 
than $1,000. 

Since 2007, Palange said business at his Springfield 
Street shop has “remained relatively flat. 

“T equate that with skipping maintenance,” he said, 
adding, “Now, we see more repairs because people 
haven’t been maintaining their cars for the past three 
or four years.” 

Drivers shouldn’t be discouraged by the cost of rou- 
tine maintenance; there are payment options available 
for drivers who cannot pay up front for maintenance or 
repairs, Palange said. 

“Everybody’s got an issue right now with the econ- 
omy,’ he said.

of the criteria for NHS is that students participate in at least 
two extracurricular clubs or organizations. All other activi- 
ties, however, would incur a $25 per club/organization fee. 
In addition, parking permit fees would be raised from $40 
per space to $100. 

However, when the committee met Aug. 16, they decided 
to raise the parking permit fees on the high school’s 320 
parking spaces to $160 instead at the suggestion of commit- 
tee member Roberta G. Doering. The committee passed the 
motion to use the higher parking permit fee, thereby generat- 
ing enough revenue to bypass charging extracurricular activ- 
ity fees on clubs and organizations altogether. 

Doering said she was happy to see the club fees elimi- 
nated. 

“T wasn’t happy with this going in, but at this point, with 
what’s going on in the budget, we’ve tried to do the best we 
could do for our children,” said Doering. 

The school committee said it was not their intention to bur- 
den families with additional expenses, but could see no way 
around the fees during this tough budget year. A 70 percent 
collection rate would generate an estimated—and much-need- 
ed—_$97,000 for the school department’s strained budget (see 
sidebar). 

In addition to the sliding scale extended to families quali- 
fying for the free or reduced lunch, the committee encour- 
aged families experiencing “further financial needs...to 
contact the director of finance who will make a confidential 
determination of whether to waive all or part of the...fee.” 

The fee schedule will be reviewed on a yearly basis and 
determined by the school department budget for the year. 
School Committee Chairman Mayor Richard A. Cohen said 
that while he is not happy about these fees being imposed 
on students and their families, the budget deficit this year 
required it. 

“My hope is that next year we won’t have any fees,” he 
said.

AGAWAM — Mayor Richard A. Cohen announced 
in a statement Tuesday Aug. 23, that the town will re- 
ceive approximately $200,000 in additional state aid 
in the fall. In view of the additional revenue, Cohen 
said he will be presenting a resolution to both the 
school committee and city council to eliminate fees 
proposed by the superintendent of schools for the fis- 
cal 2012 budget. 

“Fees for sports and other extra-curricular activities 
for our students were a necessary way to fund pro- 
grams with cuts to state aid,’ Cohen said. “The resto- 
ration of these funds from the state makes it possible 
for me, as mayor, to recommend to the school com- 
mittee and the city council that the fee increases voted 
in this budget cycle be removed. 

“This will enable families of our high school stu- 
dents to participate in activities that we want them 
to take advantage of without any additional financial 
burden on them in these extremely difficult times,” 
said Cohen. 

Cohen said he will also recommend that the park- 
ing fee be maintained at last year’s level, though he 
encourages students to utilize the busses the school 
department provides

For those who don’t have com- 
munity the recovery is made much harder. 
Having a good support network is crucial 
to survival. We don’t realize this until we ex- 
perience loss, especially loss like the tornado 
brought. This kind of devastation is not easily 
handled when our support network is a few good 
Samaritans. I’m not degrading those who gave 
countless hours to help with the recovery, I’m 
just putting them in perspective. Nearly 90 days

after the storm hit most of those people have 
returned to their lives, while those who were 
impacted are left to continue trying to put the 
pieces back together, but now on their own. Un- 
less, that support network was already in place. 

What does your support network look like? 
Family is often a good starting place, but many 
of us move from them to find work. Friends are 
our next layer, but too often we are connected 
only in the cyber world and that doesn’t help 
us when our physical world gets turned up- 
side down, literally. We need community and 
the church is a great place to find that. Well, 
at least churches who understand the impor- 
tance of community and are trying to make 
that a priority. Some places of worship ex- 
ist merely to fulfill the need to check the God 
box. People come and leave as fast as possible 
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to get back to “real” life. Community based 
churches are easily spotted by how long their 
attenders linger after the service is over. The 
more lingering the more community there is. 
There is one more area of community for which 
we have been wired. God didn’t just create us 
to need each other; He created us to need Him. 
No matter how well you do community there 
will always be a feeling that something is miss- 
ing if you don’t have relationship with God. It’s 
an amazing concept to think that the creator of 
the Universe actually wants to have a personal 
relationship with you. You were created for this 
relationship so stop in at a local church with 
lingerers and see what it’s all about, so that the 
next time you have a need you will also have a 
community to support you, for the long haul.
